These  fruit  trees  are  true  to  name. 
In  case  any  nursery  stock  sold  by  us 
should  prove  untrue  to  the  label  under 
which  it  is  sold,  providing  notice  and 
proper  proof  are  furnished  to  the 
seller,  the  seller  shall  at  the  option  of 
the  buyer,  either  refill  that  portion  of 
the  order  which  was  mislabeled,  by 
another  delivery  of  stock  or  refund 
the  purchase  price.  But,  in  any  case, 
the  seller  is  not  to  be  held  responsible 
for  a sum  greater  than  the  original 
selling  price  of  such  stock. 

All  sales  or  agreements  to  sell  are 
made  subject  to  shortage  of  stock,  or 
other  causes  beyond  control  of  the 
seller. 

These  fruit  trees  are  propagated 
from  bearing  orchards  and  from  indi- 
vidual trees  that  show  marked  im- 
provement over  the  average. 

Request  early  orders  on  Cortland, 
sweet  cherries,  grape  vines  and  roses. 
Early  orders  get  the  variety  and  sizes 
desired,  also  early  planting  is  very 
desirable. 


Grape  Vines 

What  small  fruit  compares  with  the 
grape? — small  cost,  grows  on  any  soil, 
very  rapid  grower ; early,  annual  and 
prolific  bearer,  ready  cash  sale  of  fruit. 

A dozen  vines  should  supply  the 
average  family  with  eating  and  some 
preserves. 

My  own  five-year  Concord  vines 
are  bearing  about  four  to  five  tons 
per  acre.  About  500  vines  will  plant 
an  acre.  I am  offering  a home  grape 
collection  — large  two  - year  vines 
(Worden  vines  are  slightly  smaller).

Cortland 

You  have  probably  heard  and  read 
much  about  the  “Cortland”  apple.  A 
few  of  its  many  good  points  are : It  is 
much  like  the  McIntosh  in  size  but 
better  color ; ripens  a month  later ; 
hangs  well  on  the  tree ; keeps  month 
or  more  later ; should  be  a good  apple 
for  Xmas  trade.

ROSES 


What  are  more  beautiful  than  Ram- 
bler Roses  in  full  bloom — crimson, 
pink,  white,  crimson  with  white  eye, 
yellow  stamens,  and  other  colors 
mixed  together?  They  are  very  effec- 
tive trained  on  a trellas  over  the  door- 
way, and  can  be  used  to  completely 
cover  a stone  wall  or  fence. 

The  planting  of  a dozen  or  more 
Rambler  Roses  transforms  an  other- 
wise plain  and  unadorned  yard  into  a 
beautiful  hedge — in  early  summer  a 
mass  of  bloom  and  colors. 


A rose  hedge  makes  a nice  back- 
ground for  a perennial  garden,  also 
adds  to  the  privacy  of  one’s  home. 


Inside  the  rose  hedge  can  be  made 
the  perennial  garden. 

The  early  flowering  iris  of  many 
colors  and  shades  followed  by  peonies, 
sweet  Williams,  garden  pinks,  lark- 
spurs, and  many  other  perennials  in- 
cluding the  beautiful  phlox  which 
bloom  profusely  when  many  other 
flowers  are  not  so  plentiful.
